H. E. Gnadt, the president of the Chicago Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, is a practical and suc- 
cessful hardware man who has given careful study to 
all phases of store management and the attractive dis- 
play of goods. 

Frank W. Lynn, the manager of the stove depart- 
ment of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., not only is 
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a student of all phases of-advertising, including the 
display of goods, but he has had singular opportuni- 
ties for observing the hardware window displays in 
vogue in all sections of the country, having covered 
27 states and visited several thousand of hardware 
dealers while on the road.

SOME months ago we sharply criticized 
the supercilious statement of a traveling 
man to the effect that retail hardware 
men attended conventions mainly for 
the purpose of sponging on the traveling men present 
for drinks, cigars, etc. This shallow pated type of 
commercial tourist had the arrogance to state that if 
traveling men should withdraw their invaluable pres- 
ence and patronage from these gatherings that retail 
hardware organizations would fade away into innocu- 
ous desuetude. That this contemptible view is shared 
by those higher up than the traveling man is shown by 
an article in a recent issue of “System,” by W. A. 
Waterbury, sales manager for A. B. Dick & Co., Chi- 
cago. 

In treating of thé question of the entertainment ac- 
count, Mr. Waterbury says in substance: “While the 
entertainment expense may not be altogether eliminat- 
ed, I have founded a very good plan to provide for its 
explanation from the traveler’s expense report. If they 
must buy business, I want to know how much they 
are paying for it. Consequently, the expense must 
show in the reports fully itemized as to meals, drinks, 
cigars, theater tickets, livery and other details, and the 
amounts of each, together with the name of the party 
entertained, whether or not an order was obtained 
and the amount and reference to the date of the order.”’ 

It is argued by Mr. Waterbury that this forcing the 
salesmen to make a strict accounting is good business, 
as it puts the salesman on his mettle to make such ex- 
penditures count, as “no salesman likes to see items for 
drinks, cigars, dinners and theaters going in on his 
expense account unless they are accompanied by lib- 
eral and profitable orders.” 

If the icy logic of business pure and simple is to be 
applied to what is on its face, spontaneous entertain- 
ment, prompted by a spirit of commercial and possibly 
fraternal friendship, then the sooner treating root 
and branch is done away with the higher tone it will 
give commercialism generally. Retail merchants as 
a class are decidedly above the average in manly inde- 
pendence and it would go ill with any traveling man 
who was in the habit of passing out little favors if 
it was suspected for an instant that his house looked 


Treating, 
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upon his entertainment account in the sordid light of 
buying business. 

We are optimistic and we believe that the major- 
ity of traveling men who slightly entertain their cus- 
tomers do so from a spitit of good fellowship and 
that camaradie which has ever characterized the fra- 
ternity rather than from any notion that they are brib- 
ing a man to buy their goods. Suppose, for instance, 
that a traveling man has put in a couple of hard hours 
in securing a large order from a merchant. He has 
carefully gone over the latter’s stock of stoves, and has 
figured on the necessary sizes to supply deficiencies. He 
has carefully looked into the phases of local competi- 
tion and has given the merchants his judgment as to 
the best sizes for him to handle. All this work has 
required considerable conversation, and if the travel- 
ing man is of a bibulous tendency he naturally feels 
a trifle thirsty. Moreover, he has a kindly feeling to- 
ward the merchant who has just given him a nice or- 
der. What more natural then than that the traveling 
man should invite the merchant to go to the little 
place around the corner and have something without 
the shadow of a thought that he was investing 25 or 
50 cents of the firm’s money for which they would ex- 
pect him to fill out a schedule, showing that the afore- 
said coin was bread cast upon the waters. 

Take another case, in which a traveling man is 
stranded in some little town for an evening where the 
hotel is not all that fancy painteth, and he has nothing 
particularly to do. The theater naturally suggests it- 
self as a place of amusement and what is more natural 
than that he should invite some of his only acquaint- 
ances in the town, namely, the retail dealers on whom 
he calls in the way of business to accompany him at 
his expense? It is to our notion certainly to the inter- 
ests of the house that he represents that he should do 
this, as spending an evening with a man when he has 
cast his business mask aside and is out for recreation, 
gives a shrewd observer points on his general charac- 
ter and make up which will enable him to clinch his 


hold on business which he might otherwise lose. 
In these days of cost formulas and loose leaf ledgers 


where economy in manufacturing, in handling and in 
selling has been brought down to as fine a point as 
possible, it is customary to saddle every possible ex- 
pense on some branch of the business, taking it out of 
the profit and loss column, and it is naturally gratify- 
ing to those having the systematization of office ex- 
penditures in charge to be able to divide the expense 
account up piece-meal charging so much to the ex- 
pense of retaining the Smith Hardware Co.’s or the 
Jones Implement Co.’s business. 

This coldly systematic way of treating the subject 
takes all the cordiality out of the matter and we be- 
lieve that if retailers became aware that a certain house 
persisted on their salesmen itemizing their entertain- 
ment account after the Waterbury method, it would 
sound the death knei! of this little business custom. 

A leading stove salesman to whom we showed this 
article in “System” said: “I look on this Waterbury 
article as a striking example of the extremes to which 
this systematizing fad is carried in some business 
houses. I do not wish to have it understood for a 
moment that I am opposed to system. System is the 


only logical foundation on which business can be 
built, and while there should be a place for every- 
thing and everything should be in its place, and while 
the manufacturer should know where money spent in 
making sales and in making goods goes, still I think 
that Mr. Waterbury with his itemized booze bill goes 
very near to a reductio ad absurdum. 

“For instance, if the Waterbury scheme were car- 
ried out in the stove business, salesmen would be ex- 
pected to make entries like this: 

“Sept. 15, To J. Green, entertainment : 

1 Manhattan cocktail.......... 15 cents. 
PC o's conc Wi CP edscae eet’ 10 cents. 

“See order No. 8121. 

“J. Green, Homespun, Ia. 

“One 8-18 Veripunk steel range, square style with 
duplex grate, pouch feed. 

“Three 9-22 Veripunk cast ranges, square style, 
with high shelf. 

“Four No. 416 Veripunk oaks with carved cast body. 

“Of course, where a sales manager or superintendent 
is so full of systematization microbes that he can think 
of nothing else, such reports as this would probably 
appear as the cacumen of up-to-date business manage- 
ment. 

“T am glad to say that while such a system as this 
may be used by A. B. Dick & Co., it has not to my 
knowledge become epidemic in the stove trade. Speak- 
ing frankly, and in the same cold business style as 
Mr. Waterbury, without sentiment, I would say that 
the entertainment of such retailers as care for the good 
things of life, is a good business policy, in my esti- 
mation, and also in the estimation of the firm I work 
for and several other leading stove concerns that I 
have worked for in the past. 

“I know that while my sales manager desires a rigid 
accounting of expense money, he scorns to pry off the 
lid of the entertainment account, and would probably 
have a fit if I sent in a report modeled on the Water- 
bury plan. 

“I do not believe that the majority of business con- 
cerns look on expense for entertainment in the light 
of buying business. If I size up the situation widely, 
the commercial theory back of the question is some- 
thing like this: Here is our concern, who make a high 
grade line of goods and get $6.00 more for a steel 
range than some of their competitors whose goods are 
at first blush about as good, but when it comes to a 
detailed talk about construction, a good salesman can 
readily prove to the dealer that in paying $6.00 more 
for our range, he is getting a piece of goods which 
he can sell for $10.00 or $15.00 more than the other 
man’s range, as its value is more than that amount 
greater than that of the competing article. While our 
house is getting profitable prices for this goods, at the 
same time it is worth money to it to gain a reputation 
in the trade as being a liberal concern. Good will, 
which is counted as one of the assets of every cor- 
poration, and which in some cases is worth a large 
amount, means nothing more than a reputation in 
which a house is held by the trade, and, other things 
being equal, the dealer likes to trade with the house 
which has the reputation of being liberal, and it is a 
curious fact that a reputation of this kind is easier 
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gained by pouring out the little nothings that make 
up the salesman’s expense account, etc., than by slash- 
ing prices on goods. 

“You can cut a piece of goods a dollar or two and 
you get no credit for it from the retailer, as he has it 
firmly rooted in his mind that the manufacturer is get- 
ting too much profit anyway and was simply getting 
a little less hoggish, but if you maintain the old 
price and gave the dealer some little rebate in the 
shape of a theater ticket, he feels that your house is 
composed of good fellows and are doing all you can to 
help the retailer make money, even if he does not 
formulate this idea into actual words. This is my 
theory of the matter, and you are welcome to use it, 
hut of course I would not care to have you mention 
my name in connection with the matter.” 








A friend of ours runs a brewery, and 


Dumping. some years back showed us over his ex- 
tensive establishment, one of whose fea- 

tures was the largest beer vat in the world. 
“You ought to be able to satisfy quite an 
amount of thirst with so large an equipment,” 
we said. “Yes,” he rejoined, “if we ran our plant to 


its full capacity we could supply every swallow of beer 
drunk in Chicago. Its no trick at all to make good 
beer—the rub comes in selling it.” This state of af- 
fairs is not confined to breweries, by any means. Stove 
founders have hurt the feelings of other stove founders 
by shipping their surplus product far from home and 
selling it at figures that were quite low. This is an 
open secret, as stove associations covering certain ter- 
ritories have talked about it in their meetings and have 
retaliated in kind. The fact that making is easy and 
selling is hard except with those gifted liars who are 
always 29 months behind their orders, is a question 
that rises to international moment. German iron found- 
ers have too much iron on hand and dump the surplus 
in England. Then the Britons do likewise. When the 
other nation dumps on you, there is intense indigna- 
tion, but when its your turn its an economic necessity. 
The ownership of the gored ox is the crux on which 
the morality of the transaction hinges. 

The London Evening Standard of Sept. 13th de- 
clares that dumping does not pay and thusly explains 
the latest Teutonic dump on the British market : 

“Up to 1900 there were no complaints of German 
dumping. During the ‘boom’ foreign trade was neg- 
lected, and it was not till the great industrial crisis 
set in, from which Germany. has not yet recovered, that 
resort was had in any marked degree to export. Nearly 
every branch of the iron industry was closely organ- 
ized for its home trade, and, safe behind the tariff wall, 
forced up prices remorselessly. When bad times came 
the iron manufacturers naturally sought to retain the 
high prices in their own market, and disposed of their 
unsalable surplus at any price in England, Holland, 
Belgium, anywhere. To relieve the pressure, the Raw 
Material Unions offered bonuses to the finished iron 
makers on the export of their goods, but still kept up 
prices. The home market was strictly regulated ; the 
high prices there were ‘part of an organized policy.’ 
But the export trade was left entirely to the free will 
of the individual manufacturers. They could sell as 
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much or as little as they pleased, and at’ what price 
they chose.” 








ANOTHER reason why the retail hard-

Aftermath, CUS measure to curb the parcels post is 


that this pet measure of the mail order 
houses will not only enormously increase the annual 
deficit in our postal department and will work a 
grievous injury to the retail trade, but it will undoubt- 
edly prove the forerunner of even more disastrous 
and centralizing reform. In England, where they have 
a parcels post at the present time, a number of postal 
reformers are clamoring for the inauguration of a 
C. O. D. system, by which goods are sent through the 
post and the bill is collected by the postal authorities. 
It is argued in favor of this measure that the cus- 
tomer can transmit orders to firms who have no per- 
sonal knowledge of him with the certainty that the 
orders will be fulfilled, while the trader can send his 
goods to a stranger with the guarantee of receiving 
prompt and immediate payment. The nuisance of ob- 
taining money orders and cashing them is eliminated 
and business is simplified and expedited. 

The parcels post cannot but prove a serious thorn 
in the side of the retail world as it will greatly reduce 
the margin which present freight and express rates 
have established in favor of the retailer, but, in our 
opinion, it will be nothing compared with the wave of 
commercial disaster that will sweep over the American 
retail world on the adoption of the next step, viz., a 
C. O. D. postal system. 

The large catalogue houses will then advertise “send 
no money,” and owing to the rural free delivery, these 
firms will send their goods to the farmer’s very door. 
The passage of a law of this character, which, in our 
opinion, is sure to follow a successful conclusion of 
the parcels post, will enable the farmer to simply drop 
these firms, postal cards and pay for the goods when 
they are due. 

Commercial life is a battle,-and the way to fight 
future encroachments of the mail order houses on the 
field of legitimate merchandising is to nip them in the 
bud by preventing them from obtaining the advan- 
tages accruing from a parcels post. This is one of 
the cases where eternal vigilance is the price of com- 
mercial existence.

The trade will learn with regret of the death of

MOORE’S FIRE KEEPER. 





The Joliet Stove Works, Joliet, Ill., send us a little 
circular, describing Moore’s Fire Keeper round pat- 
tern for coal. 

Moore’s Fire Keeper for coal has heavy steel body, 
double seamed to steel bottom, full nickel. It is dust- 
less and made in four sizes with diameter of body 12 
inches, 15 inches, 18 inches and 20 inches, respec- 
tively. 

Moore’s Fire Keeper, numbers 626 and 628, for 
- wood has ash pan same as for coal. It has cast main 
bottom and cast linings. It is full nickeled. The 
length of the body is 26 inches and 28 inches, respec- 
tively. 

Moore’s Fire Keeper for wood, Nos. 318, 321, 325 
and 327, have all steel body, steel bottom, steel linings, 
and ash pan, cast top, top feed, legs and base strips. 
It is full nickeled. 

The vital point in this type of stove is the ash pit 
opening. The door and draft slide joints mechani- 
cally ground to within 1-1,000 of an inch actual con- 
tact. There is an asbestos packed joint between the 
casting and the steel drum. 








JEWEL STEEL RANGES. 





Geo. M. Clark & Co., Div. American Stove Co., Chi- 
cago, IIl., send us their latest handsome catalogue, de- 
voted to the Jewel line of steel ranges, which have 
many special features to commend them to the trade. 
The key plates or anchor plates rest in the angle of 
the steel outer stove top, which is away from the 
direct heat and is sufficiently large to allow for the 
expansion and contraction of these plates. The outer 
plate is constructed of heavy polished steel with thick 
asbestos board within the heavy steel lining. 

The ovens are formed from one piece of heavy steel, 
double seamed and flanged in the middle of the bot- 
tom. A very heavy cast iron brace is riveted to the 
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arched top of the oven and supports the anchor plates 
at two points, A false bottom four inches below the 
oven keeps in the heat and protects the floor. The 
oven door is profusely nickeled and has the word 
“Jewel” in medallion form in the middle. The “Jewel” 
anchor plates, centers and covers, are very heavy and 
on the sides exposed to the heat are stiffened with 
ribs or fins. The anchor plates in which the covers 
rest are supported by the range body but are not fas- 
tened to it, and are consequently’ at liberty to expand 
and contract without any strain on the range. 

The linings are sectional, ventilated and very heavy. 
The back flue is made with a cast iron elbow at the 
bottom.

DEALERS SHOULD BE ON BEST OF TERMS. 





S. L. Erwin, Horney Grove, Tex., writes: 

FAVORS SHORT TALKS ON CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 

I am inclined to think short papers or talks at our annual 
meetings touching the effects of catalogue house competition 
on our retail trade might prove beneficial. My notion is our 
efforts should be directed to the manufacturer and jobber if 
we would hope to secure beneficial result. Co-operation with 
these people might help the retailer. 


WOULD PROVE DETRIMENTAL TO ALL RETAILERS. 

I am not sufficiently advised as to the nature of the par- 
cels post scheme to speak advisedly. My impression is, as I 
remember it, that it would be a great thing for the catalogue 
houses and prove detrimental to all retailers. I think the U. 
S. goyernment shovld avoid playing to the hands of these 
large houses, and in a general way I think intelligent discus- 
sions of this subject at our meetings would not be out of the 
way. 

DEALERS SHOULD MEET PEDDLERS BY CARRYING SIMILAR GOODS. 

I am inclined to the belief that the steel range has come to 
stay, and while I think it has merit and will be improved un- 
til it will be very materially better, I can see no reason for 
special discussion or ventilation of this special article of hard- 
ware trade. If you mean to take up the question of competi- 
tion in this line through the peddler, I hardly think it essen- 
tial further than to urge all dealers to meet these fellows by 
carrying similar goods of equal merit and at prices that will 
tend to offset.their enormous prices. A little strong competi- 
tion by local dealers might tend to shut them out. 


A SUBJECT FOR EACH HOUSE TO DETERMINE. 

I think the question of store management is for each 

house to determine, and would not consider this a question for 

special discussion among the members of our association. A 

few well directed. remarks from some competent source in a 

short speech for the general-good of the association might not 
be out of order. 





NOT WORTHY OF SPECIAL PAPERS. 

I do not think the advertising question should be the sub- 
ject of special papers, but it might be touched on. 

THE HARDEST QUESTION. 

The question of increasing the association membership is 
the hardest one we have ever had to contend with. I confess I 
am completely at sea on this subject, and I think all kinds of 
papers, and speeches, too, bearing on this question, would be in 
order, 

SHOULD MAKE QUESTION OF CO-OPERATION THEIR STRONG CARD, 

The- National Retail Hardware Dealers’. Association 
should make the question of co-operation between the manu- 
facturer, jobber and retailer their strong card, the object being 
to force trade in these lines through the legitimate retail deal- 
ers to the consumer. 

BETTER FEELING BETWEEN LOCAL COMPETITORS. 

I can think of no papers or discussions that I think tend 
to benefit the retail trade like those bearing on the subject of 
more universal good feeling and a hearty exchange of busi- 
ness courtesies between local competitors. All dealers should 
be on the very best of terms, and the larger our membership 
the better our attendance, and the more we are thrown to- 
gether, in my opinion, the better we think of each other. Pa- 
pers or talks bearing on this important question always prove 
beneficial. 


SOCIAL INTERCOURSE BROADENS THE MIND. 


- A. T. Stebbins, Rochester, Minn., writes: 

CATALOGUE HOUSES SHOULD BE CLASSED AS RETAILERS. 

I am of the opinion that the catalogue house question 
should be discussed at the annual meetings of state hardware 
associations, but in closed sessions, and the papers and dis- 
cussions should not be given too much publicity, even in the 
trade papers. There is at present no one phase of this ques- 
tion that stands out more prominently than another. The 
question is not settled as yet, and there are honest differences 
of opinion. The one point that I would like to hear discussed 
most is that of trying to persuade the manufacturers to class 
catalogue houses as retailers, putting them with us, on the 
same basis, so far as prices are concerned. We would then 
have no trouble with that kind of competition. 


MUST NOT BE CAUGHT NAPPING. ; 
The parcel post question will ever be a theme for discus- 


sion, until finally settled. It behooves all trade organizations 
to keep on the alert. We must not be caught napping. 
PEDDLERS HAVE HAD THEIR DAY. 

As to the steel range question, I hardly see why we 
should spend time disctissing that. It is practically settled. 
The peddlers have had their day, and the steel range is here 
apparently to stay; then why discuss that more than the stove 








question in general ? 
NEW POINTS ARE EVER BEING BROUGHT OUT. 

All phases of store management can profitably be dis- 
cussed, including advertising. There are ever new points be- 
ing brought out, and I find something of advantage in all. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE WILL GAIN NEW MEMBERS. 

I suppose it is necessary to continue to discuss the subject 
of increasing membership, but it would seem that a man that 
had brains enough to sell goods at all would not need he told 
that it would be to his interest to join his state association. 
But if he cannot be induced to join from an intellectual and 
educational standpoint, then we should appeal to his pocket 
and taik finance along mutual insurance lines. 

SEVERAL QUESTIONS FOR NATIONAL TO TAKE UP. 
There are several questions that can ‘be taken up at the 
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next meeting of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, but I Jook-forward to the report of the St. Louis con- 
ference committee and the discussions to follow with a good 
deal of intérest.< — A : oo 

COMPETITORS DO NOT WEAR BRISTLES. 

Finally I have heard and read papers on credits, buying, 
catalogue houses, parcel post, window trimming, salesmanship 
and various other subjects, all of which have been helpful, and 
it would be extremely difficult to say which was the more so, 
and there is still another phase of association work that 
should not be overlooked and that is the benefit to be derived 
from the social opportunities. Through social intercourse we

JOBBERS IN NO DANGER. 


“R. K.,” St. Louis, writes: 

HOT HEADS GIVEN FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 

“The letter of ‘Elmer,’ Chicago, in your last issue on 
the subject of the permanency of the jobber contains much 
matter that should give the hot heads on this catalogue house 
matter food for thought. 

JOBBERS HANDLE HARNESS. 

“In spite of the growth of the catalogue houses, the 
volume of business done by the hardware jobbers of the U. 
S. is larger than ever before, and new jobbing houses are 
springing into existence all the time, while the various large 
hardware jobbing houses are constantly taking on new lines 
of goods, harness being one of the latest lines to be taken 
up by a number of jobbers. I would point out that the time 
is not so far back in the dim and musty past when no stoves 
to amount to anything were handled by hardware jobbers. 

STOVE MANUFACTURERS KEPT ON THE HUMP. 

“Now, every large hardware jobbing house handles a 
more or less complete line of stoves and the prices they make 
to the trade keep those stove manufacturers who deal direct 
with the dealers on the hump to do much business at all. 


The jobbers get the very lowest prices, and as their cost - 


of selling goods is much less than that of the stove manu- 
facturers, they make bed rock prices and are gaining head- 
way day by day. 

JOBBER MAKES GOOD PRICES. 

“The growth of the hardware jobbers in this and other 
lines in the past few years would point out the fallacies of 
those who imagine that the catalogue house is pushing the 
jobber to the wall. No one can find any footing in the busi- 
ness world unless he fills a business want. The jobber, by 
buying in large quantities and selling in small quantities, 
can make better prices on any miscellaneous lot of goods, I 
care not what they are, than the dealer could secure if he 
went direct to the manufacturer.”

DEALING WITH RECALCITRANTS. 








A Kansas dealer writes: 

WHEN THE OTHER DEALER IS BACKWARD. 

“I was interested in the article by ‘Kansas Dealer’ in 
your last issue, and while I agree with him that the way 
to meet catalogue house competition is to get closer to your 
competitors and closer to your customer, I would like to 
ask the hardware trade at large how you are going to get 
closer to your competitor when your competitor is the kind 
of pup that I am up against. I regret to say that he is utterly 
untrustworthy, is a liar, a breaker of all agreements, and is 
animated by a causeless animosity towards me which breaks 
out on the slightest provocation. 

PREFERS TO PADDLE HIS OWN CANOE.

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REPORT OF WHOLESALE AND RETAIL HARD- 
WARE JOINT COMMITTEE. 





T: James Fernley, general secretary of the Whole- 
sale and Retail Hardware Joint Committee, sends us 
the following communication under date of Sept. 26th: 

“The Wholesale and Retail Hardware Joint Com- 
mittee, which was formed at a meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of the retail and wholesale dealers held in 
St. Louis, June 23d and 27th, have been actively at 
work since that time calling attention of the trade in 
general to the catalogue house ques\ion, and inducing 
manufacturers to use their best endeavors to prevent, 
in some way, a demoralization of prices. 

“The manufacturers have generally admitted that 
the quantity of goods sold by catalogue houses was 
extremely small when compared to their total produc- 
tion, and have begun to realize that it is not to their 
interest to have quotations made which prevent those 
who distribute their goods to retailers and to consum- 
ers from making at least a margin of profit to cover 
the services rendered. 

“The committee has not attempted any coercive 
measures, believing that our contention was just, and 
that it was but necessary to properly present the matter 
to have the manufacturers apply the remedy. We are 
standing on the platform adopted in St. Louis, which 
was fully outlined in your columns. A very large 
number of manufacturers have signified their inten- 
tion of immediately discontinuing the sale of goods to 
catalogue houses. The complete list will be furnished 
the retailers of the country from time to time through 
your columns. 

“Some of the most prominent manufacturers who 
have taken this stand are the following:

“Qne of the catalogue houses has recently issued a 
new book, in which we find quite a number of prices 
havé been ativanced to a proper standard. Thus it 
will be seen that the work of our committee is bearing. . 
fruit. 

“We have read with interest the articles appearing.in 
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the trade papers from time to time on this subject. We 
regret that these did not appear over the signature of 
the writer. The members of our committee would be 
pleased to answer communications which have an iden- 
tity, but we have felt that articles that appear in trade 
papers without the signatures of the writers should 
no be dignified with a reply over the signature of our 


committee.”

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Little of moment is to be reported of the market at 
large. Pig iron showed continued improvement, and 
the inquiries for the last six days aggregated a greater 
tonnage than has been offered here for months. Pro- 
ducers are greatly dissatisfied over the lack of spirit 
shown by buyers of the more finished products, which 
were recently reduced in price. The consumers, too, 
were disappointed at what they considered an insuffi- 
cient reduction, and the present inertia in plates, struc- 
tural materials, etc., is the only logical outcome. 

Inquiries for pig iron have ranged from the very 
small lots to 10,000 tons. These have been well scat- 
tered and, on the’ whole, above expectation as to quan- 
tity. The average was for 1,500 tons. Consumers are 
having great difficulty in obtaining long-time deliv- 
eries. This is especially true with Southern irons. 
Most Southern agents have been instructed to ‘fill 
current wants of customers only, and under no condi- 
tions to accept orders for 1905 delivery at current 
prices. The feeling that iron is due to take a sharp 
advance toward the end of the last quarter of the 
present year is very strong. Northern interests are 
getting an advance of 50c per ton for deliveries in the 
first half of 1905. Malleable iron is selling very well 
and is now strong at $14, Chicago. 

Extensive improvements and additions will be made 
at the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, Cal. This 
plant, it is said, will eventually be one of the largest, 
if not the largest, iron manufacturing establishments 
in the world. The “B” furnace of the Iroquois Iron 
Co. was started up last week after having been idle 
over three months. The output of this furnace is sold 
for the next three months or more. 

Leading steel authorities say that the big decrease 
in steel exports during August is only temporary and 
that October will show a good revival. The greatest 
decrease was in steel rails, the August exports falling 
7,500 tons, while the July totals were 40,300 and for 
the seven months ending July 174,642 tons. Septem- 
ber and October exports of steel rails will be very 
large, however, as about 70,000 tons will go to Can- 
ada alone. The total August exports of iron and steel 
items enumerated will fall below 45,000 tons, com- 
pared with approximately exports of 75,000 tons in 
July. In July 35,904 tons of steel billets, ingots and 
blooms were exported, as against 15,200 tons in 
August. Ore and pig iron exports also dropped off 
heavily.

BILLETS. 

Rather keen competition is indulged in for the small 
amount of business offered and several interests are 
said to be shading the official schedule. Chicago buy- 
ers are greatly annoyed at the recent change in the 
price schedule, which they call a reduction which does 
not reduce. The cut made last week makes a reduc- 


tion in local prices of $1.50 on billets, and 50 cents on 
sheet and tin bars. We quote Chicago prices on Bes- 
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semer and open-hearth billets, 4x4 and larger, up to 
.25 carbon, $22.50; up to and including .60 carbon, 
$1 extra. Billets 3% in. and smaller, and sheet and tin 
bars, $24.50. Wire rods, $26 and $27 Pittsburgh. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

Manufacturers are unable to uphold the recent ad- 
vance of $1 per ton for iron bars and prices range 
from 1.35¢ to 1.40c, base, Chicago. Orders are com- 
ing in plentifully, however, and no lack of demand is 
to be noted. 

A reduction, amounting to $1 a ton was.made on 
steel bars last week. It is claimed that this was done, 
not for the purpose of stimulating demand, but in 
order to equalize the quotations on the various steel 
products. No great increase in orders followed the 
reduction. Most consumers were well supplied before 
the reduction was made and new orders were not 
greatly beyond the average. 

Small angles rolled from old rails continue in good 
demand. Prices are stiffening as the result of the in- 
creased cost of old rails, and 1.25¢ is now the best 
that can be done in this market. There is a good 
demand for soft steel angles and hoops. We quote 
Chicago delivery, as follows: Iron bars, 1.35¢ to 
1.40c; soft steel bars, 1.40c to 1.46%c; soft steel 
angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%4c; hoops, 1.71%4c. On 
small lots from store, we quote iron bars, 1.70¢ to 1.75¢ 
base fuil extras; steel bars, 1.70c to 1.80c base half 
extras; hoops, 2.10c rates, full extras. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

A 15,000-tons contract for structural shapes and 
plates was closed by a large independent structural 
iron worker to supply material for local bridges. Some 
other business is pending, but beyond this the market 
is stagnant. We quote association prices, carload lots, 
Chicago delivery, as follows: Beams and channels, 
15 in. and under, 1.56%c; angles, 3 to 16 in. inclusive, 
1.56'4c; zees, 3 in. and over, 1.56%4c; tees, 3 in. and 
over, 1.61%c. On lots from store, we quote beams, 
channels and angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.80c to 1.90c; 
beams, 18, 20 and 24 in., 1oc extra; tees, 5c extra. 





PLATES. 

Some slight demand is felt and many consumers are 
buying for their immediate needs rather freely, but 
no heavy contracts are being booked. A stagnant con- 
dition, almost as severe as before the reduction, exists. 
Three thousand tons of plates were placed by a local 
iron worker, but it was impossible to discover the 
terms on which the sale was made. Some cutting is 
being done by several independent interests, though 
only to a point that will bring them the business 
offered. With this reservation, we quote carload lots 
for Chicago delivery, as follows: Tank steel, %4 in. 
and heavier, 24 in. wide and under, rectangular. plates 
only, 1.46%c base; over 24 in. to 100 in. wide, 1.56%4c 
base; flange steel, 1.6514c¢ base; marine steel, 1.7634c 
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base, all full extras. Plates, 3-16 in. thick, $2 extra; 
gauges 7 and 8, $3 extra; No. 9, $5 extra. Less than 
carload lots, 5c .extra. Prices from store have also 
been changed, and we quote tank steel, 14 in. and 
-heavier, 1.80c to 1.90c; 3-16, 1.goc to 2c; No. 8, 1.90c 
to 2c; flange steel, 2.05¢ to 2.15¢. 





OLD MATERIAL. 

Dealers seem to have reached their storing-capacity 
limit. Consumers are still holding back, and in the 
absence of the speculative tendency, which has played 
havoc with the market for two months, it is evident 
that the bull movement is about ended. Dealers have 
had some difficulty in disposing of the very heavy ton- 
nages received recently from railroads. Heavy melt- 
ing steel and old rails exhibit the strongest symptoms. 
We have revised our prices, and quote dealers’ sell- 
ing prices, gross tons, as follows:

WIRE NAILS. 

Improved demand and overworked mills are the con- 
sensus of manufacturers’ reports. No contracts for 
shipments of even thirty days ahead are being let and 
it is thought generally that the present schedule will 
not hold much longer. A good fall trade will prob- 
ably go far to bring about an advance in price. Little 
. Shading of prices by independents is reported. We 
quote jobbers’ prices as follows: Small lots, $1.95; 
carload lots, $1.90; cement coated, $1.80. 





CUT NAILS. 


The demand has improved but it is felt that the 
cut nail branch is not getting its share of the wire 
industry as a whole. The mills, closed early in the 
summer, are reopening gradually, but there has been 
no difficulty in meeting the demand of buyers. Asso- 
ciation prices are holding their own as a rule, though 
rebates are granted occasionally to large buyers. 





BARB WIRE. 


Following the reduction in price of six weeks ago, 
the market is characterized by. so heavy a demand that 
mills are many times unable to meet requirements as 
to delivery. We quote~ jobbers’ prices as follows: 
Carloads, per 100 lbs., $2.05 for painted and $2.35 
for galvanized; less than carloads, per 100 lbs., $2.10 
for painted and $2.40 for galvanized. 





SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

Smooth fence wire has not yet reached the point at 
which orders are turned away, but the demand has 
increased so materially that several mills are reported 
as having all the tonnage they can care for; We quote 
jobbers’ prices as follows: Nos. 6 to 9, annealed, per 
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100 lbs., $1:80; Nos. 6 to 9, galvanized, per 100 lbs., 
$2.10. 





COPPER. 

[t is estimated that between 10,000 and 15,000 tons 
of American copper was sold to domestic and foreign 
producers during the week for various shipments ex- 
tending from October to February, 1905, at 12.70@ 
12.75c for electrolytic and 123%4@12%c for lake. Later 
sales of lake were made as high as 12.95c for export 
and of electrolytic at 12.80c for domestic consumption. 
One of the most interesting features of the week was 
the development of an active demand for delivery dur- 
ing January, February and March, 1905, the inquiry 
coming from both foreign and domestic sources. 

There has been no further change, the market being 
quiet, with lake quoted at 123%4@13c; electrolytic, 
12M@i2%c; casting, 12%@12%c. The London 
closing was cabled steady; standard copper, spot, 
£58 2s 6d; futures, £58 2s 6d. 





PIG TIN. 

Pig tin is higher, with a better demand for both spot 
and futures. London closed strong yesterday at £127 
12s 6d for spot and £128 2s 6d for futures. In New 
York, the quotation is 277%c for spot and 27%c for 
futures. The jobbing price is 284,@285¢c.

PIG LEAD. 


Pig lead is firm and unchanged, the American Smelt- 
ers’ Association quoting 4.20c for 50-ton lots in New 
York, and 4.27%c for 25-ton lots, both for future ship- 
ments. In New York, the spot market is very firm, 
with 4.30c being obtained for spot lots.
